01 R NEEDS AND OUR 
POSSIBILITIES. 



There is a widely developing in- 
terest in highway improvement in 
Mt}hlenbcrg county, and many lead 
• ng farmers an* agitating the matter. 
From all sections comes talk of our 
great needs in this line, and the 
tt>wns are not behiml tli - luial ill 
habitants as to periuHUcnt roads ail 
w\ er the county. This is a vast un- 
dertaking, and will ropiirc much 



Lands lying near the towns arc re- 
ally selling at a higher price than 
real values, on account of the ex- 
cessive (leiiiaml being made by 
persons who dread the liiog hauls 
to market over our present poor 
roads. With permanent roads dis- 
tance would be annihilated, and re- 
mote sections from the town would 
be more thickly populated iu a short 
time. Farmers in Christian county, 
viiK e the pikes have bet 11 Imilt llu ie, 
have had tlicir eyes opened, and 
have found greater advantHges than 
ihey h(iji»(l fiMm good loads. It is 
nothing extraordinary to haul loads 
of five tons now, with four mules, 
and the trips are made quicker than 
with half that amount formerly. ( hie 



rrooiio€iit Citizen Waits (iood loads. 

Interest in improved roads is 
manifested from all sections d.nly. 
t)ne of the most gratifying features 
comes from Mr. W. P. Hahn, a 
prominent fanner and business man 
at .Mc.Nary, who says that if there 
is an effort made to macadamiae 
roads in the county, ho will donate 
a wagon and team, and supply a 
driver for thirty days each year, for 
the next three years to haul stone to 
be placed on the roads. This is a 
very jmblie spirited declaration, and 
wc believe there are hundreds of 
farmers and teamsters in the county 
w ho would do as mm h in |)rnportion, 
so that we might have permanent 
good roads. It would be time and 
money well invested, as half the time 
would be saved, and there could be 
a doubling of tonnage. If a large 
number of our citizens would make 
the declaration that has been made 
by Mr. Ilahn, it would place th'e 
county olticials in positiou to take 
up the matter of providing the stone 
and helping in placing it on the 
roads. If this work could once be 
started on any section of road, the 
benefits would be so great that people 
all over the county would be demand- 
ing i>ikes, and wouM make arrange- 
ments for substantial help. Tbe 
railroad company would help in the 
matter of freights, it is thought, 
business men in tbe towns would 
contribute, the many coal companies 
would undoubtedly do their part, 
and the county otlicials would strain 
every point to the limit, wc are con- 
fident. For the past several years 
we have been expending something 
like MS. 000 per year on our roads, 
and wc might continue along this 
line for a century, and still would 
have nothing permanent in the way 
of highways. The money spent in 
piking would go several miles each 
year, and would provide good roads 
all the year rounil. Mr. Ilahn has 
the right ide i about what we need 
in roads, and like a progressive citi 
/en that be is, will do all he can to 
get them.
